Learned Men have obſerved, that Eelpiſes of the Lumi- 
naries are antecedent of great Mutations, and the greater 
the Eclipſe, the greater the Effects; but whether they ate 
Signs or Cauſes of Mundane Alterations, is not ſo clearly 
”m_ on. Albeit, they certainly are known to precede, 
if not preſage Prejudices, and that beyond the Power of 
Pericle's Cloak to prevent: But as theſe Eelipſes are fo 
ſmall I ſhall neither trouble myſelf nor my Readers with 
any Predictions from them.

and maketh the Days and Nights of equal Length. This 
Vernal Equinox happeneth this Year on Thurſday the zoth 
of March, at 19 Min. paſt 6 in the Morning, at which 
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Time 4 Deg. of yp culminates, and 11 Deg. of V aſcends 
the Horizon, and the Planets are poſited as are ſhewn in the
